Some of the tour- 
ists -were so hellbent in covering a lot of ter- 
ritory, that they would scarcely atop, to say 
nothing about getting out of their cars, when 
they came upon some masterpiece o[ nature's 
most raiclnatlng works. 

One earful of tourUU from New Hamp- 
shire, lor Instance, remarked that the Tolon.i 
••were hardly worth the drive from Yellow- 
atone" — a distance of only about 20 mllfs. 

That brings us to a point we gained from 
observing one small crcwj-.sectlon of the tour- 
ing public. Many tourLits should never have 
started their trips In the first place, because 
they seem to derive more pleasure from being 
cynical, unappreclatlve and outright brazen 
In their appraisal of mo.st of the things tho 
others enjoy. 

One conversation this wrltpr overheard 
really brought home a crltlcliim we should 
give some thought. 

••Idaho?" exclaimed one tourist In respon.'ie 
to another tourist's mention of oiir fair stulc. 
"I'll say we came through Idahol Through 
Boise, Twin Falls and Pocatello on our wny 
to the park. You sure don't .ice much of any- 
thing going through that coiiniry, but sage- 
brush." 

This Is not submitted n.s any proof that 
the proposed change In U. S. 30, calling for 
a new road between Buhl and Olenns Ferry 
and cutting out the Ilngerman valley region 
sntlrely, would be a serious mistake. 

But It Is something for the people of south- 
ern Idaho to think about before making a 
llnal decision. Thousand Springs, Snake river 
and Hagerman Valley are among the out- 
standing attractions along the present route 
of U. S. 30. Remove them from the travelers' 
view arid croM-country tourists will have all 
the more reason to say "you don't see much 
of anything going through soutliern Idaho. " 

If we are only kidding ourselves about the 
Importance we attach to tourl.rt traffic In tho 
future, the arguments In favor of the Buhl- 
Glenns Ferry cut-off may tar outweigh all 
' other considerations. 

But If we are Interested In tourist business, 
we had better keep on displaying our natural 
attractions to their very best advantage. 
After all, length is not the only determining 
factor In the routing of highways— unless we 
are Interested only In shooting all highway 
traffic through the southern part of the state 
as rapidly as possible. 



INTERNATIONAL HEARinURN

Perhaps 
a "discouragement" of American commercial 
broadcasts would save us ombarra.wmcnt. and' 
the British an acute attack of bad temper.
